FOREWORD. 

The Catalogue, of which this part is the first instahnent, will 
contain books of the Tudor and Sttiart period printed in England 
down to 1640, and English books of the same time printed abroad. 

This period not only inchides the golden age of English literature, 
but also embraces the first great stage of the Bjstory of Printing in 
England. 

The present portion of the Catalogue contains eight specimens 
from the press of Wynkyn db Wobde (Nos. 52, 88, 89, 94, 96, 111, 
146 and 179) including some of the most important of his pro- 
ductions ; the fine Froissart (No. 182) and another volume (No. 171) 
from the press of Richaed Pynson, and the extremely rare 
Chronicle (No. 110), printed by William de Machlinia. 

To mention only a few of the other notable books in this part — 
there will be found the First Book of Common Prayer, 1549, 
Fabyan's Chronicle, 1533 (in a Reynes binding), and the First 
Edition of Tom Coryat's Crudities. 

As evidence of the rarity of many of the items it will be noticed 
how large a number are not recorded in Mr. Sayle's Catalogue of 
English Books to 1640 in Cambridge University Library.

The third and concluding division of this Catalogue opens with what has been 
often termed the foundation stone of an English Library — the famous FiRST FoLIo 
Shakespeare, 1623 (No. 383), unfortunately not complete, but a valuable nucleus ; 
the Second Folio (No. 384) which follows it, is an exceptionally good copy. 

A series of editions (Nos. 402-41 1) of English and Scottish STATUTES includes a 
grand copy of Pynson's Nova Statuta, 1 497 (No. 403) and other volumes containing 
important Acts of Henry VIII, Edward VI, and Elizabeth. There are also examples 
of the presses of Wynkyn de Worde (Nos. 433 and 455), Peter Treveris (No. 451) 
and Robert Redman (Nos. 452, 453), the latter a very rare series of tracts attributed 

to John Wycliffe. 

At the end will be found a few REPRINTS of rare books of Tudor and Stuart times, 
also a number of interesting Manuscripts of the same period, followed by Indexes 
of the Printers, Booksellers, Places, Dedications, Portraits, and Engravers, mentioned 
in the Catalogue.
